It re- 
ported that “more than 50 per 
cent of the men called up for the 
draft last year in 17 states and 
the District of Columbia failed to 
pass their tests on medical or 
mental (educational) grounds.” 


The Southern states among the 
deficient 17 were: Alabama, Ar- 
kansas, Florida, Georgia, Ken- 
tucky, Louisiana, - Mississippi, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Tennessee and Virginia. 


“In the Southern states, and the 
District of Columbia,” said the 
report, “‘the mental tests took the 
greatest toll—more than 30 per 
cent in each instance, except for 
the District where it stood at 
27.8 per cent.” 


In the other states, Connecticut, 
Delaware, Hawaii, Maine, Rhode 
Island, and Vermont, physical de- 
ficiencies caused the bulk of draft 
rejections. Here, too, the rate was 
more than 30 per cent in every 
state save Hawaii, where it was 
25.2 per cent. 


An Old Story 


This is not a new story. It is, 
indeed, an old one. The. nation’s 
rejection percentages were one of 
the major shocks of the Second 
World War. That physical disabili- 
ties were so high in a nation which 
fancied itself as addicted to sports, 
especially to hunting and fishing 
and to the “outdoors’’ generally, 
and eae. greong of its young men 
were it for military service 
was disturbing. 


In fact, it was so embar- 
rassing that it became con- 
venient to forget about it. Save 
for a committee or so, and occa- 
sional laments about the decline 
of physical fitness, nothing is being 
done. If it were not for the nag- 
ging habit of the selective service 
system issuing reports, we could 
all be quite comfortable in pre- 
tending the fact of it did not 
exist. 


The educational lack of fitness 
also is national, but it is centered 
in the South where the highest 
percentages are reported. The 
South’s educational lacks are old 
and painful. But to have inade- 
quate schools and teachers who 
are paid far below the national 
average is a state's right; and so, 
presumably, this is why most of 
the South’s representatives in the 
Congress oppose federal aid to 
education. 


To be sure, aid to Southern high- 
ways, hospitals, farmers, hot free 
lunches, and communities hit by 
tornadoes is not merely acceptable 
but eagerly and insistently sought. 


But somehow, aid to education is 
against “‘states rights,” and so 
Southern members of Congress 
prefer to deny it, even though 
their children have educational op- 
portunities inferior to those of 
other regions. 


Less Prepared 


Deans of admission in colleges 
of the East and West say sadly 
that those seeking admission from 
Southern high schools are not, in 
general, as well prepared as those 
from other areas. The recurring 
Selective Service statistics con- 
tinue to support this finding. 


Even so, the majority sentiment 
still prevails that it is all right to 
take federal aid for a highway 
or soil conservation, but not for 
the educating of children. Chil- 
dren’s futures are damaged to 
help political futures.

But, he said, “Conversations 
between political leaders do serve 
to allow talk in a calm tone about 
outstanding problems.” 


NOT SOCIALIST STATE 


He also said that he had no 
immediate plans to attend the 
July 15 Inter-American Economic 
Conference in Uruguay, where 
Kennedy may go. 


Concerning the political form 
of Cuba’s government and society 
at this juncture Castro said that 
while “our revolution is socialist, 
Cuba is not a socialist state.” 


In a long discussion of socialism 

as it applies to Cuba and other 

countries, Castro 

said that “‘unquestionably”’ social- 

ism was the best form in which 
countries could develop. 


OWN POLITICAL FORM 


But, he said, socialism cannot 
be imposed by a government’s 
order. 


“Every revolution has to find 
its own political form,” he said. 


Castro had originally asked for 
500 bulldozers for the prisoners he 
had captured in the April 17 in- 
vasion.

large amounts of arms to Cuba and using the island as a base from 
which “‘to export revolution to South America.”’

She sent a message to her hus- 
band saying she thought she 
ought to cut short her trip and 
return to Washington to be with 
him, Salinger said, but the Presi- 
dent told her not to do this. 


Later Salinger amplified this by 
saying that just before the Presi- 
dent left Mrs. Kennedy in London 
he remarked casually that his 
back was bothering him, but that 
was the extent of it.

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It's Not Yet Time 
To Resume Testing 


Russia’s sudden demand that the 
West accept her terms on the projected 
nuclear test ban treaty or end the ne- 
gotiations is strange. 

It had been assumed in this country 
that despite the slow progress of the ne- 
gotiations, Russia felt such a _ treaty 
would be as much in her interest as it 
would in ours. 

President Kennedy is thus faced with 
what appears to be an ultimatum just 
as former President Eisenhower is say- 
ing that the United States must soon fix 
a date beyond which it will not be bound 
to abstain from nuclear testing and just 
as members of the President’s own party 
in Congress are getting restless for the 
resumption of testing. Rep. Chet Holli- 
field, for example, a Democrat, a liberal 
and the chairman of the Joint Congres- 
sional Committee on Atomic Energy, ad- 
vocates that we continue negotiating with 
Russia and test as we talk. 

Nuclear testing and disarmament are 
the main currents of present history. 
What is decided in these fields is of far 
greater importance than what happens in 
Laos today or Cuba tomorrow. 

If Russia’s demand is as inflexible 
as it appears, the pressure on President 
Kennedy to resume testing in this coun- 
try is going to become even more ex- 
treme. 

For the time being we believe he 
should—and will—resist the pressure and 
attempt to use Russia’s position as a 
propaganda weapon. The whole world 
is concerned about this issue. For the 
time being we believe that the certain 
propaganda advantage of our position far 
outweighs any uncertain technological 
advantage that Russia may be gaining if 
she is testing secretly.

Lights Go Out 
And People Think 


New York’s power failure brought to 
mind a painting by the voung Atlanta 
artist Whit Connah. He calls it Genesis. | 


And he conceived the beginning to be light. So he painted a 
background of blues pierced by two brilliant orange streaks. 

Manhattan’s brief blackout Tuesday returned man, for a few 
hours, to darkness. And suddenly fear came back. Men feared each 
other as beasts. Police warned the people to stay indoors, away from 
the dark streets. They cautioned storekeepers to remove valuables 
from windows. Police and civil defense squads rushed floodlights 


to illuminate street corners. 


In the tiered apartments of the crowded city housewives waited 
supper on cold stoves while their husbands sat in motionless trains, 
buried in caverns beneath the earth, helpless for a little while in 


the absence of power and light. 


This blackout symbolized more than basic dependence on the 
orange glow of our beginnings. Light of the lantern was enough to 
show the frontiersman his night path, kerosene lamp sufficed to cut 


the gloom of a farm home. 


But men have settled the frontiers and most have moved from 


farms to cities. 


In the cities they have pressed themselves to- 


gether to live in mass—in the trains, the apartments, the offices. 
The lantern and the lamp could not light New York’s blackout. 
The new mass living required a mass candlepower to hold back fear 
and helplessness. Urban living is a new civilization that has new 


necessities. 


Many Congressmen, and many people, are devoted to the old 
frontier dream. But the urban realities brought congressional pas- 
sage of the housing bill. The people who pressed into the cities, 
searching for a roof overhead, created the problem of slums, squalor 
and homelessness. A socialistic politics did not dream up the housing 
bill as an experiment. A changing people, moving off the frontier 
into mass living, created the need as a fact. 


Jobless men in the cities cannot scratch potatoes from the pave- 
ment. They have left the farm earth. But they still hunger. Help 
for the unemployed is required, then, more urgently than in America’s 


pastoral days. 


In a more leisurely time, when the people were well spaced in 
the land, the old who fell ill were attended with a measured care that 
is not always possible in the crowded rush of the modern city. Yet 
their numbers grow and their suffering is undiminished. As needs 


change, so must response. 


The changed America requires not only the orange light of its 
beginnings, but a strengthening, growing light, guided by the people 
into the shadows that shift as the people shift. 

Snuff out all of it for four hours as New York did and the black- 


ness is frightfully instructive.

Kennedy Cautious 
On New Atom Tests 


WASHINGTON—President Kennedy .is taking 
an extremely cautious line about renewing un- 
derground nuclear tests. The Russians have ” 
been making a mockery of the test ban talks in Geneva,

powerful Joint Atomic Energy Committee in Congress has been 
pressing the President to renew the testing. Yet he is not con- 
vinced that a case has yet been made for testing, despite the provo- 
cations to do so, and he is therefore urging more patience on his 


colleagues. 

There are still a number of 
reasons for this. First, the Presi- 
dent is still hopeful despite his 
failure to budge Khrushchev in 
Vienna, that the Russians will in 
due course agree to a limited 
disarmament -treaty and  in- 
spected test ban. 

Progress was being made in 
this direction until shortly after 
Khrushchev’s last trip to Peiping. 
Thereafter the Moscow line hard- 
ened, and this has given weight 
to well substantiated reports 
reaching this government from 
Hong Kong that Mao Tse-tung 
exacted a promise from Khru- 
shchev not to sign a test ban 
treaty, at least for a stipulated, 
but unknown, period of time. 

Second, Washington needs more 
time to make clear to the world 
what it has been proposing and 
how its pfoposals have been re- 
jected month after month. In the 
last few months there has been 
increasing understanding in the 
world of the American position. 
Once the United States reduced 
its proposals to treaty form, and 
modified its demands from 20 in- 
spections a year to 12, at least 
the Allied governments and the 
serious newspapers of the West 
were finally convinced that Wash- 
ington not only wanted a nuclear 
test ban treaty but had proposed 
a reasonable treaty to this end. 

There is less understanding, 
however, in the public at large. 
The Soviet proposals are simple 
and appeal to wishful thinking: 
Ban the bomb, they say, and dis- 


arm everything. The American 
position has to deal, not with the 
desires of men alone, but with 
the realities of controlling the 
system, so that it will really 
work in safety. 

The President has to take into 
account the anti-testing and anti- 
arms race sentiments in the Al- 
lied countries, particularly Brit- 
ain, so his decision for the mo- 
ment is to go on talking about a 
test ban in Geneva, and to go 
forward with the preliminary dis- 
armament talks with the Russians 
here next week. 


This has not been an easy de- 
cision and there are powerful ar- 
guments on the other side: Test- 
ing in outer space is probably 
necessary to developing an effec- 
tive defense against interconti- 
nental ballistics missiles, and 
fear among responsible members 
of this administration that the 
Russians may be testing during 
the ban, while we are not, and 
that this, if true, would give 
them a critical advantage in the 
development of the latest mon- 
ster, the so-called neutron bomb, 
which would cost less, avoid ra- 
dioactive fall-out, and could be 
a discriminately on the battle- 
field. 


The main question the Presi- 
dent has put to his advisers is 
whether the security of the United 
States is impaired by the present 
uninspected test ban, and nobody 
has been able to demonstrate to 
his satisfaction that it has.

We Have Sidestepped the Moral Question 
Of Economic Equality, Atlantan Believes 


Atlanta—Back in 1789, hungry 
people began demanding economic 
equality; it was not forthcoming, 
and it is not f ing now, but 
today’s hungry people are still 
demanding it. The Communist 
theory proposes to grant this 
equality; the liberal, or American, 
theory does not. 


The liberal policy visualizes all 
men starting off with equal oppor- 
tunity and seeking a level com- 
mensurate with their abilities. The 
fulfillment of this ideal is depend- 
ent upon equal opportunity for 
all, and a minimum of govern- 
ment interference. Since this sit- 
uation does not exist worldwide, 
or even within the borders of our 
own country, ‘‘the rich get richer, 
and the poor get poorer,’’ not nec- 
essarily because of differing abili- 
ties, but because of different op- 
portunities. Surely no one can 
suppose that every one of the 
present five million unemployed 
men are just lazy or stupid. 


The difference between the 
liberal ideal and the actual situa- 
tion is more striking when whole 
nations are considered. No one 
can deny that the average Ameri- 
can has much more opportunity 
for material wealth than does the 


-average inhabitant of an under- 


developed country. Regardless of 
whether or not communism in 
practice offers equality on a world 
basis, the Communist theory cer- 
tainly does; and it is this theory 
which is giving us so much trouble 
currently in backward countries. 


Our American heritage is in- 
adequate to cope with present day 
world problems simply because it 
applies to a world with an open 
frontier and thus unlimited oppor- 
tunity, a world that no longer 
exists. We float along inevitably 
towards socialism, shouting liberal 
phrases all the time. We have 
rather clumsily sidestepped the 
moral question of economic equal- 
ity and have not even thought 
much about it. 


The Communists and the hungry 
masses are very much aware of 
the problem, and if we expect to 
maintain a leading position in the 
world, we must also become aware 
of it. We must ask ourselves 
whether to accept the liberal axi- 
om “to each according to his 
ability’ or the socialist axiom ‘‘to 
each according to his needs and

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In Libel Appeal

NEW ORLEANS—The 


U.S. Fifth Circuit Court of 


Appeals ruled Wednesday that the New York Times 
and one of its staff members could not be sued for libel 
in Alabama over an article on segregation that appeared 


in the newspaper. 


The Times had appealed a 
ruling of Federal Judge Harlan 
H. Grooms of the Northern Dis- 
trict of Alabama that denied a 
motion by the newspaper to quash 
service in seven libel suits, which 
had been consolidated for hearing. 

Julge Grooms had held that the 
newspaper was properly served 
under the Alabama substituted- 
service statute, which allows 
service of process on foreign par- 
ties through the secretary of 
state. 


In a unanimous opinion written 
by Chief Judge Elbert R. Tuttle 
and concurred in by Circuit 
Judge Richard T. Rives and Dis- 
trict Judge Dozier Devane, the 
Court of Appeals reversed Judge 
Grooms and remanded the cases 
to the District Court, with direc- 
tions to enter a judgment for the 
Times and Harrison Salisbury, 
one of its reporters, on the mo 
tion to quash the service of proc- 
ess. 


Salisbury wrote the article that 
was attacked in the libel suits 
after a five-day visit to Alabama 
in April, 1960, and it was pub- 
lished in the Times on April 11, 
1960. 

The suits grew out of an article 
describing racial tension in Bir- 
mingham.,

The appeals court pointed out 
that it was nct seriously disputed 
by the complainants that the al- 
leged libels, for which the suits 
were brought, constituted a cause 
of action only when publication 
occurred in New York. 


Judge Tuttle then quoted the 
Supreme Court of Alabama, which 
has held that in an action for 
libel against a newspaper, the in- 
jury occurs at the place where 
the newspaper is primarily pub- 
lished. 


VALIDITY OF SERVICE 


“Tt is thus clear that whatever 
else may be in dispute, none of 
the activities of Salisbury, and 
therefore of the Times, performed 
or done in Alabama, ripened into 
a cause of action in that state,” 
the opinion held. 


The validity of service also had 
been challenged by the Chicago 
Tribune and Atlanta Newspapers 
Inc., in briefs filed as ‘‘friends of 
the court.” 


The Tribune argued that the 
lower court’s ruling would expose 
any newspaper “‘to a prolix, pro- 
tracted and inevitably expensive 
litigation in a foreign jurisdiction 
whenever it assigns a reporter to 
visit that jurisdiction and cover a 
news story.” 


MAY BE DISTASTEFUL 


The Tribune commented that a 
newspaper’s views on a controver- 
sial matter may often be distaste- 
ful to public opinion in a distant 
locality where the paper is little 
read. 


The court based its reversal on 
a strict construction of the Ala- 
bama_ substituted-service statute 
and did not rule on a constitu- 
tional question of due process 
raised by the Times. 


In addition to attacking the dis- 
trict judge’s application of the 
state law, the newspaper contend- 
ed that if the statute was so ap- 
plied it would violate the due proc- 
ess clause of the 14th Amendment 
in that it would interfere with 
the freedom of the press and thus 
abridge the privileges and immun- 
ities of citizens of the United 
States, as guaranteed under the 
First Amendment. 


$500,000 EACH 


Six of the suits growing out of

And there are a lot of people crazy over 
going to horse shows who haven’t the slightest 
idea about things like why some horses have 
their tails braided and some don’t. 


The 18th Greater Atlanta Horse Show at Chas- 
tain Memorial Park is now in session and will 
be climaxed Saturday night when the champion 


horse will be named, 


The Garymore Perpetual Trophy, presented 
each year by Hugh Richardson, will be awarded. 


FAMED GELDING 


The famed gelding, Garymore, is owned by 
Mr. Richardson’s daughter Jolie and the first 
three times champion in local shows. 


For the benefit of those who are going to the 
show just to be SEEN, here’s a quick rundown 
on some of the paddock lingo, just in case. ... 


All the horses in the hunter classes—they are 
the jumpers—have their tails and their manes 


braided. 


The five-gaited horses are those prancing 
beauties with the flowing manes and tails like 
the horses on the merry-go-round. Their tails 
don’t grow that way, they are set—held up with 
a tail set. Some horses wear falsies, too (false 
tails), in case you didn’t know! 


Horses are born with three gaits—walk, trot 


and canter. The other two, the slow gait and 


the spirited rack are man-made. That means that 
the horses have been taught these two gaits by 


trainers. 


In the three-gaited classes, the horses can 
have their tails set or roached. (Clipped to you!) 


In the road classes the two-wheel sulkies are 
pulled by standard bred horses. These are road 


horses and are not ridden.

Riding habits are perfection in tailoring. The 
hard-top derby is worn with these habits in the 
five-gaited classes.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Secretary of Treasury 
Douglas Dillon urged Congress Wednesday to raise the 
temporary national debt limit to $298 billion to give the 


government “vitally needed 
obligations. 


Dillon also said in Jetters to 
Vice President Lyndon B. Johnson 
and Speaker Sam Rayburn that 
the increase was needed to cover 
an expected 1962 budget deficit 
of $3,700,000,000. 


The request produced a quick 
response. Chairman Wilbur D. 
Mills, D-Ark., summoned the 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee to a closed door meeting 
Thursday at which the legislation 
probably will be approved. 


The proposed debt limit would 
be 13 billion above the permanent 
ceiling of $285 billion and $5 bil- 
lion above the present temporary 
lid of $293 billion.

He said gov- 
ernment needs are now clearer 
“and accordingly I am asking the 
Congress to raise the temporary 
limit.” 


Dillon said his estimate of $3,- 
700,000,000 deficit took into account 
additional spending that would re- 
sult from enactment of legisla- 
tion Kennedy has requested on 
urgent national needs. 


He said the estimate ‘‘also as- 
sumes the President’s request for 
maintaining various excise tax 
rates and for providing increased 
postal rates and a self-sustaining 
highway program will receive 
favorable action.”’ 


Dillon said failure to provide a 
margin for flexibility in the pub- 
lic debt ‘“‘would only force the 
Treasury into more costly debt 
financing procedures over the 
long run.”’

“T use performers like (Julian) 
LaRosa and (Marion) Marlowe 
because they're hot.’’ Sullivan 
said after those stars were fired 
by Arthur Godfrey. 


Sullivan combines a keen 
sense for news with a bound- 
less enthusiasm for show busi- 
ness. This parley has enabled 
him to stay on top longer than 
any other single TV personality. 


He has seized many oppor- 
tunities to present newsworthy 
entertainers, even daring to de- 
vote his entire program to a 
Russian ballet group. On an- 
other occasion he had Rudolph 
Bing, of the Met, to narrate 
excerpts from “Tosca.” 


He is not at all shy when it 
comes to making headlines. De- 
tails of his squabbles with Steve 
Allen, Frank Sinatra and Jack 
Paar were carried in the major 
newspapers at times when Sul- 
livan felt he needed that sort 
of recognition. 


Until recently Sullivan used a 
teleprompter only for the com- 
mercials.

On a 
large piece of paper, draw the outline and then 
cut it out like a stencil. Hold it over the cake 
and drop the cereal crumbs through the cut-out 
holes. 


You'll not only like the appearance, but also 
the crunchiness. The slight malt flavoring will 
make Father’s image a real masculine one. 


Father’s Image Cake has a most unusual taste 
and texture. The subtle flavor of spices and 
bananas, the smoothness of sour cream and the 
crunchiness of slivered almonds and crushed 
bite-size shredded rice biscuits are perfectly 
delightful.

2 small bananas, mashed 
2 tbsps. lemon juice 
3 to 4 cups confectioners’ sugar 


Sift sugar. Add mashed bananas and lemon 
juice. Beat until smooth and of a spreading con- 
sistency. Frost cake. Yield: Enough for two 8- 
inch layers.
